County Press Association Royally En¬ 
tertained by People of Bishop 
and Other Towns 

The editor of the News has been on 
tour this week with his menagerie of 
real, live dltors, twenty—count them— 
twenty. The territory c jvered included 
the whole of the great Owens River 
Valley, exhibitions being held in all 
the principal communities of the valley. 
While the performance always made 
a hit there was a real Hazzard in the 
undertaking, being no less than George 
A. Hazzard, advertising manager of the 
Southern Pacific, whose thoughtfulness 
in providing a special chair car for the 
party added greatly to the pleasure of 
the journey between Los Angeles and 
the Valley. 

Seriousness aside, it was the semi¬ 
annual outing of the Los Angeles 
County Press Association, held in the 
Owens Valley upon invitation of the 
citizens of Bishop, the thriving little 
city at the extreme north end of the 
wonderful inland empire. Leaving Los 
Angeles early Sunday morning, the 
party reached Owenyo, near the lower 
ei d of the Owens Valley, late in the 
evening. At this point the new aque¬ 
duct line of the Southern Pacific joins 
the old narrow guage line running up 
through the valley into Nevada. 

At Owenyo the party was taken in 
charge by the reception committee from 
Bishop, consisting of five live ones who 
had come 60 miles down the valley to 
extend a welcoming hand. It being 
necessary to remain over night on ac¬ 
count of train connections, the scribes 
were made extremely comfortable In 
the Brown Palace Hotel, which con¬ 
sists of a string of box cars on a sid¬ 
ing. Some of the boys seemed to take 
to the box cars quite naturally until 
they discovered that each car was di¬ 
vided into roans containing comfort¬ 
able beds. But the bunch were kept 
awake all night by an argument be¬ 
tween Jones and McClure over the 
question of whether it is easier to 
quench a thirst in Lancaster nr Bur¬ 
bank.

LIVES WITH 

PIERCED LUNG 

JAPANESE COMES NEAR DEATH 

Bicycle Rider Collides With Milk 
Wagon and Shaft Penetrates 
His Lung 

Latest reports indicate that Horano, 
the Japanese injured in a collision with 
a milk wagon Thursday morning, will 
survive the effects of the fearful acci¬ 
dent. If he lives it will be due to his 
marvelously tough physique and to his 
equally marvelous fortitude. It was at 
fir-t thought there was no possibility 
cf saving his life, but it was reported 
yesterday afternoon from the Pasadena 
hospital that blood poison offered the 
chief danger now. 

The accident occurred early Thurs¬ 
day morning as Horano was rid¬ 
ing down Mountain Trail Avenue on 
his bicycle. .Just as he approached 
Montecito Avenue from the north the 
wagon of the Live Oak dairy turned 
north on Mountain Trail from Monte¬ 
cito. Roy Edwards was driving as 
usual. The horse is so well acquainted 
with the route that he travels much 
of the time without a guiding touch on 
the reins. Just at the moment Edwards 
was devoting his attention to sorting 
milk bottles. 

Just how Horano came to collide 
with the wagon no one seems to know 
as there were no eye witnesses. The 
first knowledge Edwards had even of 
the approach of the Jap was when he 
felt a terrific jolt and, looking up, saw 
him hurtling through the air many 
feet. The Jap had struck squarely on 
the end of a shaft, the end of which 
, penetrated his breast and then broke 
off. The impact was so strong that the 
wagon was whirled around at right 
ingles to the position it had occupied 
at the moment of the collision. 

Running to the aid of the fallen man, 

| Edwards called loudly for help. When 
the seriousness of his condition was 
seen Dr. George S. Wells was sum¬ 
moned. Dr. W. LeMoyne Wills, who 
had been attending a patient nearby, 
also was summoned. Both physicians 
agreed that hospital treatment was 
necessary as soon as possible. An 
opiate was administered to relieve the 
terrible suffering and the unfortunate 
man was removed to the Pasadena hos¬ 
pital as quickly as an ambulance 
could be secured. 

Examination by the surgeons re¬ 
vealed the fact that the injury was 
even more serious than had been at 
first aparent. When the broken shaft 
was finally removed it was found to 
have penetrated to a depth of nine 
inches, taking a downward course 
through the lung from the point of en- 
l trance. 

Recovery seemed at first impossible 
in view of the seriousness of the in¬ 
jury. But the smiling fortitude of 
Horano compelled the admiration of 
every one. Even before being given re¬ 
lief through the administering of the 
opiate and while suffering intense 
agony he replied with a smiling "thank 
you” to every little attention.

A Fish Aids Science.
